I Very few probably are aware that the 
fur, or vegetable down, of *he cat-tail 
Ss a marketable article, superior to 
leathers or cotton for many purposes. 
lit i* not quite so vo'liable or useful as 
eiderdown, but it ; ^jroaehe* it very 
closely, o«d IB cheaper tlun any of the 
three. As a matter of fact a great many 
ipeople are to-day using articles covered 
iwith cat-toil products who have no klea 
(where the material come* from. 
' It is a vast extent of country, com- 
paratively speaking, from which the 
cat-tail is gathered. It comes from the 
ewamps along the numerous creeks 
that put in from the Delaware bay, from 
3! orris rir«r to Cape May. The average 
amount gathered in the season is a ton 
p. day. The. work of gathering and 
[transporting1 M, and then weaving it 
|>nto the many forms which it must take 
{before becoming salable, constitutes a 
Iconaiderable industry. 


One of the most elaborate uses to 


(•which this material is put i» that of 
covering- aatta. Very many of the sup- 
rposed pluah-eovered divams are really 
covered with a fabric of cat-tail. 
It 


wears better than the pluah and is in- 
finitely cheaper. 


The stone argument that applies to 


the sofa is applicable to the pillow. 
/Very often, however, such pillows go 
b\ another name. 


Sofa pillows, also, are mad*- of cat- 


tail, bprause a pillow aiovertly covered 
•» ith cat-tall would probably be regard- 
'ed with contempt. Call it Alaskan 
plush, however, or Shetland wool that 
jhas been treated by a new process, and 
It will sell readily enough, and give sat- 
isfaction, too. 


The family album which graces the 


Center table in the parlor of so many 
farmhouses is also in many instances 
adorned with cat-tail covers, although 
Ithe housewife cawnot be convinced that 
jthey are not plush. She has doubtless 
paid almost as much as if they were 
v hat s-bc supposes, and naturally she 
ecoffs at any person who hints that she 
iifls been victimized. 


It is becoming- a prevalent custom 


to use oat-tail fur on the back of hand 
mirrors and brushes, which have here- 
tofore been backed with plush.

THE INCANDESCENT LAMP. 


iBflnlte SklU Required la Their Maa-' 


afaetare. 


The incandescent lamp consists of a 


filament of carbon, attenuated to give 
high resistance, inclosed in a receiver 
made of glass, from which the air ia 
exhausted, the conductors being scaled 
through the glass and connected with 
the filament. Edison searched the 
v, orkl over for materials for this fila- 
ment, and hit upon bamboo, which was 
imported as duncage from the cast, 
etenly cut into fine splinters, and then 
carbonized. To produce this lamp the 
Edison lamp factory \vaj> established at 
Harrison, X. J., now employing several 
hundred girls and men, and turning-out 
over 6,000,000 lamps per year—the 
largest product in the world. Of late 
years "squirted" filament has taken the 
place of bamboo. Cotton, or other pure 
cellulose, is ddgested, much as the hu- 
man stomach digests food, into a. brown 
fluid not unlike thin molasses, which, 
when squirted under pressure through 
a finely cut steel die or tube, i£ deposit- 
ed as a continuous spiral in a vessel of 
alcohol slowly revolved below. 
The 


alcohol washes out the add, and the 
white thread which is left, cut into 
strips, is packed in a crucible, subject- 
ed to intense heat, and charred into 
black carbon filaments. These are 
mounted with carbon, paste upon plat- 
inum terminals, which, have already 
been securely fastened into the tiny 
stopper of glass. Meantime the glass 
bulbs have been made in the glass fac- 
tories, and into these the glass stop- 
pers are hermetically sealed. At the 
end of the bulb there is left on open 
tube of glass. In the vacuum-room the 
lamps are hung by the conductors to 
electrical connections, and the open 
tube is connected to a large glass tube 
through which is dropping a stream of 
raeircury from the 
mercurial 
air- 


pumps. This mercury sucks the air 
out from the bulb, and when the air 
is practically exhausted, the current is 
turned on to siiow whether the vacuum 
is good, and to driie any air out from 
the carbon way. 
The bulb is sealed. 


Each lamp is now put in turn into a, 
I>hotometer, w here one girl adjusts the 
lamp to the photometric standard, 
unite another reads off and marks the 
voltage. 
Kecently an Italian metBod 


for producing a vacuum by chemical 
means has replaced, in great measure, 
the mercury pump. The variety of 
lamps made at the Edison lamp works 
is extraordinary, at lea&t 1,000 kinds be- 
ing produced, ranging in illuminating 
power from one-half candle power for 
miniature decorative lighting to above 
100 candle power—K. R. Bowker, in 
Harper's Magazine.

AFFAIRS IN THE COUNTY COURT. 


Note* to the Cuner Estate Extended—

Shea for $1500 mode Nov. 37, 1896, and 
due a year after date; another given by 
the Danville Brick and Tile company and 
due one year after tbe same date for 
$4000, and still another given by the De- 
catur Brick and Tile company for 13456, 
and due sixty days after March 1, 1896. 
He said that the Danville Brick and Tile 
company as further security would give 
the American Trust and Savings bank 
first mortgage bonds which the company 
would Issue and asked permission to ex- 
tend the time of tbe notes protected by 
tbe bonds so they would be due on tbe 
same dates that the mortgage bonds would 
become due. The court entered an order 
that tbe extension should be made. 


J. W. Race filed with Judge Bammer a 


report of his acts as conservator of the es- 
tate of Michael Ejchinger. The court did 
not make any order on tbe report. The 
report showed that tbe conservator had 
received a total of $.146.04 and of that 
sum he had at different time* paid to Mr. 
Eiohinger or his wife sums agregating 
$35.

in tbe county court amounting to $35. 
He bad allowed himself compensation of 
$100. 
He had a balance of $41.96 which

Judge 
Hammer will defer action until after the 
citation matter is disposed of in the cir- 
cuit court.

Tbe io-oalled poor man had a 
market for hi* labor at good wages. He 
bad money to buy and provide for bis 
family and tariff tazti did not bear upon 
htm. 
When the free trader locoteded in 


beguiling menjnto the notion that pro- 
tection had nothing to do with keeping 
up a demand for labor; that the tariff was 
a tax for which we received nothing In 
oompenaatlon; that labor would be no 
more prosperous if we boaght the pro- 
dncM we could make for ourselves, by our 
own labor, from abroad,and tbe free trad- 
ers succeeded to the control of the govern- 
ment then the demand lor labor oaased to 
keep running at full tide, became less and 
last until soup bourn* took tbe place of 
plenty and Idleness tbe plan of honest 
lakor at good wages. 
Under, tboaa con- 


ditions, had every vertigo of tariff been 
removed tbe tdlt workman eould have 
boaght nothing. If the low tariff of the 
Wilson bin did not make labor man pros- 
perous by Increasing the demand for labor 
M was promised for it, what earthly ben- 
efit has It oe«n to labor? Has cheaper 
goods Imported from abroad helped labor 
an when It kept labor Idler Bow it It 


that the free trader has the audacity in 
tbe face of then disastrous condition* 
brought upon labor by an un-American 
system to plead this very condition as a 
reason why the tariff should not bare- 
stored? 
Tbe protectionist proposes by 


increased duties to optn the workshops of 
tbe country and let labor again enter Into 
them to set tbe spindles humming again, 
to the air of prosperity and hope. Tbe pro- 
tectionist understands, because be Is no 
fake theorist, that when labor ia re-em- 
ployed it will not complain even if prices 
are advanced. Labur has tried the exper- 
iment of buying goods cheaper with no 
employment to secure tbe wages to buy 
them with und is anxious to get back to 
flret principles and the protectionist pro- 
poses to give him a chance. 


When a protective tariff Is once again 


upon our statute books and our indus- 
tries begin to take upon themselves a new 
and healthy life there will be no trouble 
about cheap goods. Our home market 
will again be revived and tie home com 
petition and the demand for goods will 
combine to make them cheap enough and 
remove tbe barren and rotten theory that 
the tariff is a tax added to tbe price of 
the product from the brain of the most 
ignorant. 
When business demands it 


money will again circulate from bank to 
pocket, from pocket to pocket and froia 
pocket to bank and tbe free sllverite who 
howls for more money at a time when 
there is nothing to make money circulate 
will seek the shady side of the Populist 
b^usb heap.

Mr. and Mrs. Roberts were Tried Before 


Justice Sltorb To-l>ny lint were 


Acquitted. 


The case of June Lancaster vs John 


Roberts and nlfo was tried befcre Justice 
Sbarb this afternoon. The defendants 
were charged with kidnapping Lancas- 
ter's children, but were acquitted. Lan- 
caster is a son-in-law uf Mr. and Mrs. 
Roberta. In March, 1886, Mrs. Lancaster 
died and June said that he was going to 
Iowa and take the children. Roberts and 
bis wife did not want Lancaster to take 
the children awuy so in May they filed a 
petition in the county court asking that a 
guardian be appointed for the children. 
The case was set for June 3. It was 
feared tbat Lancaster would take the chil- 
dren away before the guardian could be 
appointed and Mr. and Mrs, Roberts took 
the children from the Lancaster residence 
and brought them to the Inman hotel to 
keep until the cose came up in the county 
court. This they claimed they did on the 
advice of the county judge and their at 
torney. On June 1 Lancaster had Bob 
erta and his wife arrested for kidnapping 
the children. It was finally agieed that 
Lancaster's parents should raise the chil 
dren, so both the civil and criminal oases 
were dropped. About ten days ago Lan- 
caster again had Roberta and his wife ar- 
resed on the same charge of kidnapping. 
The prosecution was represented by At- 
torney Hntchinsoa and Leforgee ard Lee 
and Mr. and Mrs. Roberts were defend! d 
l>y Attorney J. M. Gray. After hearing 
the evidence Justice Shorb acquitted &' r. 
and Mrs. Roberts.

HOYT to Produce a Fierce Raintftorm 


In • Tnmbler. 


To produce a realistic illustration of 


a rain, shower and the winds that ac- 
company its formation is an interesting 
experiment, though your rain will not 
be of water but of alcohol.

(floss cylinder closed at one end, about 
eight inches high and four ilfthes in 
diameter, and partly fill it with 92 per 
cent, alcohol. Cover it with an or- 
dinary china saucer, and immerse it 
in a bath of hot water until the whole 
becomes warm, but without allowing 
the alcohol to boil. Then take the ves- 
sel out of the bath and place it on a 


le in, a cool room. 
Soon you will 


notice a marked change taking place 
in the contents of tie glass. 
Thick 


vapors will appear on the surface of the 
saucer until an exact reproduction ol 
clouds in miniature floats high above 
the surface of the alcohol, and 
tiny 


raindrops fall into it. This rainstorm 
will continue for nearly half an hour. 
Then you will perceive the upper sur- 
face of the clouds is gradually clearing-, 
and that condensation is taking place 
further down Uie glass. 


Here you have the ocean represented 


by the alcohol, over it the rain descend- 
ing from the clouds, and above all the 
clear atmosphere and serene sky. 
Should you wish to witness a genuine 
swnn, a veritable tempest in a tum- 
bler, you have but to replace the warm 
laucer by a cold one immediately upon 
talcing the glass out of the bath. The 
rain will then descend in torrents and 
fusts, as if driven by a fierce wind.

LONDON'S DEATH RATE. 


The Market Value of a Man In the 


World'* Metropolis. 


The death rate for the year works out 


18.5 per 1,000 per annum, which is one 
of the lowest we have had. It is some- 
•what lower than the rate for the 3.'i 
great English and Welsh towns rolled 
iuto one. If we compare London with 
Liverpool, the largest of the provincial 
towns, we find that the latter returns u 
late of 22.7, so that, applying this rate 
to the metropolis, it is seen that our 
actual mortality meant a gain of 1S,- 
500 lives. Dublin, with one-thirteenth 
the population of London, had a rate of 
24.D, and on this reckoning ne have 
C\i!ned r.o fewer than 26,500 lives. The 
western capital of Scotland. Glasgow, 
was much healthier than the towns or. 
the Mersey and the Liffey, its rate being 
20.2. Even on this figure, the metropolis 
shows a gain of 7,200 lives. 


Some one, however, had made an 


actual computation 
of the marked 


value of n human being, taking into ac- 
count all his good and bad qualities, 
and so on, nod we arc, therefore, en- 
abled to arrive at some idea of the gain 
from a monetary point of view, quite 
apart from the losses of the metropoli- 
tan undertakers and mourning estab- 
lishments 
through 
London 
being 


healthier than the towns mentioned. It 
has been calculated that about £210 
would be a fair average price per indi- 
vidual, and that being the case, there 
has been, in 1896, a gain in London of 
£ 1,800,000 compared with Glasgow, of 
£4,623,000 compared with Liverpool, 
and £6,C25,OOQ compared 
with tbe 


Irish capital. Clearly, then, we have in 
the metropolitan system of drainage 
and general sanitation a first-class in- 


A estment. Our sewers, drainpipes, wa- 
ter supply and so on may not be alto- 
gether perfect, but they evidently do 
more for us than just balance the ten- 
dency of our atmosphere to choke us 
oft. Poss ibl y there will come a day when 
science can provide ns with great im- 
provements on our modern methods of 
preserving health, but as things go 
Londoners have every reason to be 
gratified with what all must regard as 
the most satisfactory indications of a 
healthy existence which arc afforded by 
the mortality statistics in 1S%.—Pall 
Mall Gazette.

The Sultan's 
advisers are making the best of the eitus- 
tiou by saying tbat Great Britain does 
not constitute tho whole of Europe. 


.-n long as the Sultan has the support of 


Russia, France, Germany, Austria he has 
nothing to fear. 
It Is whispered that 


France will probably follow the example 
nf Great Britain. 
It Is stated that Great 


liritam has intimated to tbe powers that 
If Greece is blockaded the principal Turk- 
ish ports will be closed. This movement 
bus undoubtedly called a halt for the 
present. Coercive measures may bring 
about an abandonment. Meanwhile there 
is imminent danger of a clash on tbe 
Greek frontier. 
Great Britain has pro- 


posed that Turkish and Greek outposts be 
Induced to withdraw a half mile each 
from the actual boundary. It is explain- 
ed tbat Greece had previously made a sim- 
ilar proposal to Turkey, but tho latter, 
tinder tbe advice of Russia and Germany, 
declined the offer. 
It is reported tbat the 


Turkish squadron has been ordered to 
cruise in the Aegean Sea. 


Salisbury Gone To See the Queen.

At Paris on the way 
fcowill have an interview with the French 
foreign minister, Hanotaux, on tho east- 
ern question.
